T he attack was m ade under th e most 
hazardous 
circumstances. 
Starting 
early in the afternoon cf March ti. the 
assailants climbed for a distance of 
2,100 feet up a lava cone, the thickly 
wooded ridges of which furnished lite 
only foothold. 
Tim last 500 feet of 
th e ascent was at an angle of sixty 
degrees, and the last fifty feet alm ost 
perpendicular. 
At the top were GOO 
fanatical Mores arm ed with rides and 
knives, arid supported by native artil­ 
lery. 
The fortified crater was almost 
invisible and seemingly inaccessible. 


Hand-to-Hand Encounter. 


At the com m and to charge the troops 
rushed into the cra te r and a hand-to- 
hand encounter followed. 
A complete list of casualties has not 
yet been m a de up, but the company 
com m anders are working on it. 
T he Am ericans lost eighteen m en 
killed and fifty-two officers and men 
wounded. 
Major General Leonard Wood, com­ 
m an der of the division of the Philip­ 
pines, reports as follows from Joie, 
capital of the Sulu islands: 
“A severe action between troops, a 
naval d e ta c h m e n t

Mount Da jo, n ear Joie. 
The engage­ 
ment opened during the afternoon of 
M arch 6 and ended on the morning of 
March 8. 
T he action involved the cap­ 
ture of Mount Da jo, a lava cone 2,1 GO 
feet high with a cra te r at its sum m it 
and extremely steep. 
The last 400
